Lesson in Economics 


| N 1929, the year the financial world stepped on 
that banana peel, 8,332 Thoroughbreds were 
started in 11,133 races on recognized tracks of 
North America. Altogether they earned $13,- 
417,827, an average of $1,610 each, an average 
$1,205 a race. 
During the next two years there was a slignt 
recession apparent in racing, but in 1931 the race 
tracks still had $13,084,154 to distribute in stakes 
and purses. The average horse could earn $1,433, 
and the average race was worth $1,119. By 1932 
the depression was getting painful, and distri- 
bution was barely above $10,000,000. In 1933 the 
race tracks of America had only $8,516,325 to 
to horsemen, but they made it go a long 
way. They split it up in 12,680 different races, 
the largest number that had ever been run in a 
single year. The number of horses which came 
out for this meager bait was 9,176, the largest in 
the history of the American Turf. The horses 
earned an average of $928 each. The races were 
worth $672 each, on the average. 

In four years the average money per race had 
declined 44 per cent, the average per starter had 
gone down 42 per cent. Since then the trend 
has been upward. But the management of the 
race tracks, taken collectively, and the legisla- 
tures of the different racing states learned a 
most valuable lesson during the worst of the de- 
pression. They found that horsemen would try 
harder for small purses than for large ones. The 
reason was plain, once it was noticed. The less 
the horsemen were paid, the less they had; the 
less they had, the more they needed; the more 
they needed, the harder they and their horses 
were willing to work for it. Thus it came about 
that the number of races which a horse would 
run in one year was not limited by his owner's 
common sense and humane judgment, but only 
by the horse’s durability. This suited the race 
tracks and the tax-collecting agencies very well, 
as their receipts are roughly in proportion to the 
number of races, and definitely not in proportion 
to the welfare of the horsemen. 
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Since 1933 the income from racing Thorough- 
breds has been upward. (It could not very well 
have been otherwise.) In 1937 distribution in 
stakes and purses had reached the record total 
of $14,363,562, according to the 1938 American 
Racing Manual, recently published. But the race 
tracks and their muscled-in partners, the state 
governments, are applying their new technique 
to good advantage. They were able to spread the 
$14,363,562 over an unprecedented number of 
racing days (2,140), an unprecedented number of 
races (16,250), and an unprecedented number of 
Starters (11,515). 

The average money per race in 1937 was only 
$884, as compared with $847 in 1936, $808 in 
1935, and $1,205 in 1929. The average money 
per starter was $1,247 last year, as compared 
with $1,208 in 1936, $1,213 in 1935, and $1,610 
in 1929. 

Where the race tracks took away dollars from 
the horse-owner’s income they are putting back 
nickels. And the developments of the last few 
years show plainly that the tracks have no in- 
tention of restoring to the horseman the wages 
he used to earn as his share of the big show’s 
gross receipts. 

There is more than one reason for this. For 
one thing, the state governments are taking ex- 
tremely high taxes. In Massachusetts last year, 
for instance, Suffolk Downs distributed $597,910 
to horsemen, paid $908,725.86 to the State; Aga- 
wam Park paid $179,500 to horsemen, $220,218.83 
to the State. For another thing, there are some 
tracks whose earnings have been limited neither 
by law nor by conscience. They have turned 
over such unbelieveable sums through the totali- 
zator that fabulous profits have been made. But 
the profits have gone to stockholders and salaried 
officials, not to horsemen. And those tracks 
which are making fortunes for their promoters 
are profiting most by the spread-it-thin technique 
developed in post-depression days. 

The race tracks of America would be doing 
the sport a most genuine service if they would 
adopt immediately a policy of fewer races and 
higher values.

A Trainers Diary 
By Venture All 


ANUARY 10 to 16. After a blowout of 

three-eighths on Tuesday, Steve worked a 
mile in 1:42%5 after going six furlongs in 1:16. 
Walked him two days, galloped one, and then 
worked him a mile Sunday in 1:42, going six fur- 
longs this time in 1:14. He is rapidly coming to 
racing condition, but is losing weight despite a 
good appetite, and I suspect that his mind is not 
on racing, despite the use of a stallion-ring and 
a shield. The colt is coughing and nose running, 
but eating and apparently feeling fine. Tempera- 
ture is about 100 and a few tenths. Filly gal- 
loped all week, but has coughed just enough to 
make me feel rather sure she is also going to 
take the cough in earnest, too. I am treating 
colt and filly with half a dozen of the usual 
remedies, but they seem to have little effect. 

In my column some weeks ago I gave my 
method of treating a horse afflicted with “tie-up” 
(azoturia), in response to a request from a 
reader. The editors of THE BLOOD-HORSE have 
forwarded to me two communications which they 
have received from Mr. E. F. commenting on my 
article, and taking issue with my advice on the 
subject. Mr. F. considers it very unfortunate 
that such advice as mine on the subject should 
have been allowed to get around, as he deems it 
entirely wrong, and believes furthermore that it 
is cruel to force a horse affected with an attack 
of azoturia to walk. 

In my remarks on the subjects that come up 
relating to the training and well-being of horses, 
I do not attempt to give all the known ways of 
treatment, but only those I know and use my- 
self with success. When I advise that this or 
that method can be followed in a given situa- 
tion, you can depend upon it that I have tried 
it myself, and that it is not just hearsay. There 
no doubt are many methods of accomplishing the 
same ends. 

If Mr. F. has successfully combatted seizures 
of “tie-up” without walking his horse, I wouldn't 
blame him at all for not walking his next one, 
and if my own experienec covered successful 
treatment in that manner, I would not suggest 
anyone doing otherwise. I agree that often these 
attacks are very serious, and must be treated as 
such. However, I have never known of a horse 
that died from or during such an attack which 
was walked, and having always walked mine suc- 
cessfully through attacks, I can only offer as my 
own advice to others that they do likewise. 

Mr. F. states that he has known of several 
horses which were walked and died before the 
veterinarian could reach them, and gave that as 
the probable reason for death. The only deaths 
I ever heard of during attacks of “tie-up’’ were 
said to have occurred (as I related in my article 
on the subject) when horses badly taken were 
allowed to lie down. I never have seen one al- 
lowed to lie down, and hence have not seen one 
die. I am also sure that attacks will be much 
more quickly assuaged if the horse is walked. 
Personally I am not at all sure that the horse 
suffers any more walking than he would stand- 
ing still, as he seems to be in about all the dis- 
tress both mentally and physically possible, and 
often whinnies as though a little out of his head. 
Walking keeps up the circulation and thus aids

in carrying away the waste acids that cause the 
attack, and at the same time allows the horse to 
cool out properly, which he could hardly do if 
allowed to stand. 

I know of no careful trainer who does not walk 
a “tie-up.”” Only in very acute attacks is it 
necessary almost to drag and push the horse 
along, and with walking, the distressing symp- 


toms usually disappear very rapidly, and the 
horse will be walking more or less willingly 


within a short time. When this stage is reached, 
you can risk standing in a warm place long 


enough to rub the horse briskly, but don’t take 
the blanket off the loins until the horse is thor- 
oughly relieved, as this area must be kept warm. 
If the animal can be induced by whistling or 
other accustomed signal to allow its kidneys to 
act, this will greatly aid in relieving it. Quite 
often it is necessary to catheterize the animal in 
acute cases before the bladder can be emptied. 
In such cases, get a veterinarian as soon as 
possible. 

When you notice on the track that your horse 
is beginning to “tie-up,” if you will have the boy 
dismount at once, and remove the saddle while 
walking toward the barn, and as soon as you 
reach there blanket the animal well without stop- 
ping him from walking, and keep him walking, 
the attack will seldom develop as acutely as it 
will if you allow the horse to stand for some 
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minutes before starting to walk. Stopping and 
standing always accentuates the symptoms, and 
syinptoms are all one has to go by. Do not al- 
low him to stop in the early stages of the attack 
except for so long as is needed to administer 
plenty of soda dissolved in as little water as is 
necessary. And water him preferably with warm 


water into which you have put plenty of soda 
also, only watering him a few swallows at a 
time. Dr. Hagyard of Lexington, Ky., has a kid- 


ney remedy that is made for use in such cases, 
and it is quite effective in aiding in relieving the 
attack. I do not know of a treatment that is as 
sure to alleviate the condition entirely as that of 
administering intravenously 23°, calcium gluco- 
naie. This should not be administered during 
the attack, but after it. or at least after the most 
serious part of the attack is over and the horse 
is comparatively comfortable. 

Many thanks to Mr. F. for his interest in the 
subject, and when he treats his next case with- 
out walking I would be glad to hear the results. 


LOUISIANA 
Fair Grounds 


oe 19 was the seventy-seventh day 
of the meeting at the Fair Grounds. which 
is now scheduled to close March 27, with racing 
every day of the week until the end of the 
meeting. The feature was a 3-year-old handicap, 
with $2,000 added, won by the “Strolling Player 
filly Novelette. Probably the most unlucky 3- 
year-old on the grounds is A. Barrera’s William 
Palmer, a Blondin gelding. A moderate plater 
at two, he is apparently improved this season. 
On February 5 he won from a good field, but was 
disqualified. On February 12 he won rather 
easily. In the February 19 stakes he was running 
strongly when his saddle slipped and he lost 
all chance. Barring similar misfortunes, he 
should be ene of the strong contenders for the 
Louisiana Derby. 

In addition to the stakes, there were two fairly 
good races on February 19. A mile-and-70-yard 
handicap for older horses went to Mrs. E. H. 
Bartlett’s Zevson, which was getting his sixth 
victory of the meeting. A handicap for sprinters 
went to F. P. Letellier’s Southland Beau, a King 
Nadi gelding. Southland Beau's rider, V. Nodarse, 
also rode Nevelette to victory in the stakes. 


New Orleans Handicap 


First stakes for 3-year-olds at the Fair Grounds 
this season was the New Orleans Handicap ($2,- 
000 added, 1 1-16 miles), run February 19. As 
an indication for the Louisiana Derby it was in- 
conclusive, but there will be no other stakes trial 
for eligibles to that event, to be run March 27. 

Anthology (105), a Crack Brigade gelding, 
made the pace for the first six furlongs, after 
coming sharply over after the break. Second was 
the favorite, William Palmer (119), but as he 
made a bid for the lead on the back stretch his 
saddle slipped, and Jockey L. Jones was too busy 
staying on through the last three-sixteenths to 
do justice to his mount. So when Anthology be- 
gan coming back after six furlongs, it was Cleave- 
land Putnam’s Robber Bold (105), a Gallant Fox 
colt, which offered the first challenge. E. K. 
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Bryson’s Bunny Baby (110), bothered at the 
start when Anthology came over, recovered 
quickly and also gained a contending position in 
the stretch. But as Robber Bold and Bunny Baby 
closed on the leader, a more powerful rush came 
from Troutt and Lowenstein’s Novelette (103), 
ridden by Jockey V. Nodarse. She moved for- 
vard in the field rounding the last turn, got to 
the front before the eighth-pole was reached. 
Under hard urging, she drew out slowly to win 
by a length and a half from Bunny Baby, and the 
Transmute filly was a length in front of Robber 
Bold. Shady Brook Farm's Abanico (102), a 
Spanish Play filly, came up well to take fourth 
place, three lengths farther back. In order fol- 
lowed Bosto (100). William Palmer, Imperial 
Scout (106), Ron (104), Maepop (98), Dolly Val

Santa Anita Park 


[ry February 19, for the third time during the 
current meeting, the pari-mutuel turnover 
went past $1,000,000. It will probably exceed 
that figure on the three remaining Saturdays of 
the meeting, and Santa Anita Park will have 
more turnovers of $1,000,000 or more than all 
other tracks in the United States combined this 
year. The February 19 handle, $1,060,812, was 
the largest, by about $27,000, of the current 
meeting. The week was also the biggest. A 
total of $3,375,912 was bet, a daily average of 
$675,182. For the 41 days of the meeting, through 
February 19, the betting has averaged $600,069 
daily. 

Two races during the week were of national 
interest in regard to the approaching $100,000 
Santa Anita Handicap. On February 16 Maxwell 
Howard's Sceneshifter won at 1 1-16 miles from 
Over the Top, Sweepalot, Today, Top Row, and 
*Frexo. He won handily, the race being a good 
qualification for the rich handicap. Over the 
Top’s effort was also a good one, but Sweepalot, 
falling back at the finish, could not have offered 
much encouragement to Dixiana. Today raced 
evenly, was not hard urged, and Top Row, another 
which was not pushed, turned in a fair effort. 
But the San Carlos Handicap, on February 19, 
was far the more important (a story of that 
race follows), and left Pompoon as definitely the 
horse to beat. 


The Vanderbilt stable was in the ascendant 
during the week, getting doubles on February 
16 and 18. The home-bred Pompey filly Outdone 
won the 2-year-old race on February 16, and 
Moral Victory, 3-year-old Victorian colt, won the 
second race on the same day. On February 18 
the stable also won the first and second races. 
The Neddie 2-year-old Trailer won the first, and 
Royal Rhapsody, Whitney-bred daughter of 
*Royal Minstrel, took the second, an allowance 
event for 3-year-old fillies. 


Pompoon's Fine Performance 


On the results of the San Carlos Handicap 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds, and up, 1 1-16 miles), 
run last Saturday, February 19, at Santa Anita 
Park, and of the San Antonio Handicap, to be 
run February 26, will be based the expectations 
for the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap on March 
5. The San Carlos Handicap gave a long lift 
upward to the chances of J. H. Louchheim’s 
Pompoon (124), gave at least some discourage- 
ment to the hopes of Charles S. Howard's Sea- 
biscuit. Unless he scores a convincing victory 
either in the San Antonio Handicap or in a stiff 
preparatory race, Seabiscuit is likely to go post- 
ward in the big event second choice to the 
Pompey colt. 


After Seabiscuit’s owner had won his argu- 
ment with Racing Secretary Webb A. Everett, 
and had got 130 pounds assigned to the Hard 
Tack horse, rain intervened to make the track 
slow, and Seabiscuit was scratched, along with 
Gosum, Aneroid, and *Sahri II. Pompoon, giving 
from 10 pounds to 19 pounds actual weight to 
the nine other starters, was carrying equal 


weight by scale with Ral Parr’s Legal Light 
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(3-y-o, 105), each having four pounds below scale. 
Pompoon went out at odds-on, with Arnold 
Hanger’s He Did (114), coupled with Woodberry 
(111), a weak second choice. 

At the start Indian Broom (115), Mandingham 
(109), and He Did were the swiftest. Pompoon, 
ridden by Johnny Gilbert, tried to run with them 
to the first turn, found the pace too swift. So 
Gilbert eased him back going into the turn, took 
him to the outside down the back stretch, where 
he raced in fifth place. Going to the far turn 
He Did went up to Indian Broom’s head, with 
Fair Knightess (113), ridden by Seabiscuit’s 
regular jockey, J. Pollard, third. Mandingham 
apparently stepped into a soft place nearing the 
far turn, lost ground rapidly and fell far back 
Suddenly Fair Knightess found herself in close 
quarters, stumbled and fell. Mandingham, com- 
ing forward again, fell over her. Meanwhile He 
Did had taken the lead from Indian Broom, but 
Pompoon, coming up steadily on the outside 
around the turn, was at his head three-sixteenths 
from the finish. For a furlong He Did fought 
back stubbornly, in a duel which carried the 
leaders five lengths ahead of the field. Then 
Pompoon began drawing out, and He Did fell 
back. Silver State Stable’s Star Shadow (107), 
outrun for six furlongs, managed to catch He 
Did in the last sixteenth. But Star Shadow was 
no threat to Pompoon, which won handily by a 
length, being eased at the end. Star Shadow kept 
second place, a half-length in front of He Did. 
E. K. Bryson’s Calumet Dick (116) had been 
under restraint through the early furlongs, was 
not punished through the stretch. Nevertheless 
he closed some ground, finished fourth, three 
lengths behind He Did, a half-length in front of 


Indian Broom. Sixth was Time Supply (115) 
which raced last for a half-mile, was coming 


along well at the finish. Legal Light had been 
cut off at the first turn, and Johnny Adams was 
forced to take him up. He raced up to a con- 
tending position again, but was not punished 
when beaten, finished seventh. Woodberry was 
last, well behind the field. Time, :23%5, :4745, 
1:12, 1:3825, 1:45, track fast. Stakes division, 
$4,600, $1,000, $500, $250. 

Pollard suffered a broken collar bone and will 
be out for several months. This is something of 
a blow to the Howard stable, which refused to 
start Seabiscuit while Pollard was under sus- 
penion at the first of the year. Mandingham’s 
rider, Maurice Peters, who was already nursing 
a sprained wrist, sprained an ankle in the spill. 
Fair Knightess was uninjured, but Mandingham 
suffered an injured leg, a bruised shoulder, and 
will not be a starter in the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap. So the mishap which cost Seabiscuit his 
rider probably got him another, as Harry Rich- 
ards was available with Mandingham out.

American money winners, moved up 10 places on 
the list, is now ninety-fifth. He has started 16 
times, won nine races, finished second four times, 
and has earned $106,110. After a brilliant 2- 
year-old campaign, which included a victory in 
the Futurity, Pompoon won the Paumonok Han- 
dicap in his first start at three. Then he was un- 
placed in the Wood Memoriai He was second 
to War Admiral in the Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness, giving the Man o’ War colt his hard- 
est battle of the year in the latter event. He 
was unplaced in the Belmont Stakes and the 
Classic, and was retired for the season. He came 
out on January 28 for his first 1938 start, easily 
won an allowance race at seven furlongs from 
‘Ligaroti, Fairy Hill, and others. The San Carlos 
Handicap was his second start of the year. 
Oonagh, dam of Pompoon, won one race at 
two, and is also dam of Poona (Grey Stakes), 
Pompestian, and Glyndon Belle, the first two 
being also by Pompey. These are her first four 


foals. Ohone won at two, produced the winners 
Irish and Pompohone. She was sister to the 
winners Cowpuncher, Mickey Free, and _ Poly- 


gamia (also producer). *Athlone won at two 
and three, and is also dam of the winners Blarney 
and Finnath. She is sister to the stakes winner 
and producer Zinovia. 


2-Year-Old Racing Restricted 


Stables with a number of precocious juveniles 
will hardly send them out to California next 
winter, as the California Horse Racing Board on 
February 17 announced that, effective January 1, 
1939, there will be no 2-year-old racing in the 
State before the first day of May. The Horse 
Racing Board, in receipt of a resolution from the 
California Breeders’ Association asking for cur- 
taiiment of 2-year-old racing, added its own opin- 
ion that early racing is detrimental to horses of 
that age, adopted the rule. 

The action was the first taken by any commis- 
sion on the subject of early 2-year-old racing, a

subject discussed at some length by the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners at 
Miami in January (THE BLOOD-HORSE, January 
22, page 170). The new rule is considerably 
more drastic than any of the suggestions or 
recommendations made at that meeting. Breed- 
ers in Kentucky, Maryland, and Virginia had op- 
posed any restriction on 2-year-old racing. 


Favor 


According to the Morning Teleygraph’s David 
Alexander, successful Jockey Charles Rosengar- 
ten took himseif off Toro Mak at Agua Caliente 
January 30 so that less successful Jimmy Sulli- 
van, with a wife and baby dependent on him, 
could have the mount. As Toro Mak rushed be- 
tween horses on the far turn he crossed his legs 
and fell, causing injuries from which, on Febru- 
ary 7, Jockey Sullivan died. 


Bay Meadows Stakes 


The California Jockey Club, operating Bay 
Meadows, has announced a liberal program of 
22 ‘stakes’ for its 25-day meeting, but officials 
of the track might possibly be surprised to know 
that, under racing rules in effect in California 
and elsewhere, only three of the events are 
actually stakes races. The remaining 19 are 
overnight events, though some of them are en- 
dowed with as much as $3,000 added. 

According to California's rules of racing, in 
common with those in New York, Maryland, 
Kentucky, and some other states, an overnight 
event is: “A race for which entries close 72 hours 
(exclusive of Sundays) or less before the time 
set for the first race of the day on which such 
race is to be run.”’ Races which close three days 
before their running are not, therefore, stakes 
races, since they do not close a full 72 hours be- 
fore post time for the first race on the day of 
their running. Races closing on Friday, to be 
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run on the following Tuesday, also fail to qualify, 
for with the Sunday excluded the interval be- 
tween closing time on Friday, and the first race 
on Tuesday, is not 72 hours. 

But Bay Meadows intends its offerings as 
stakes, will run them as stakes, and in future 
records of the horses winning them, they will 
presumably be considered as stakes. The list:

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FLORIDA 
Hialeah Park 


STIMATES of the crowd at Hialeah Park on 

January 19 placed the number somewhere 
between 20,000 and 25,000, the largest of the sea- 
son to date. Chief magnet was War Admiral, 
which was out for the first start of his 4-year- 
old season. If there were any doubts as to the 
condition of the Man o’ War colt, it took him only 
about 30 seconds to dispel them. After walking 
through the gate some 10 times, War Admiral 
was taken to the outside, left alertly, in second 
place. Running on the outside around the turn, 
he kept pace with Stubbs and Sir Oracle. As the 
field rounded the turn into the back stretch, Kurt- 
singer gave the colt his head. Though the pac 
had been a fast one, War Admiral steadily pulled 
away. At the eighth-pole he was four lengths 
in front, having run six furlongs in 1:10!;5, and 
Kurtsinger took him up. He won by a length and 
@ half from Sir Oracle, giving the latter six 
pounds, and completed the seven furlongs in 
1:234;5. So confident were War Admiral’s con- 
nections that Charley Kurtsinger did not carry a 
whip. 

In addition to the McLennan Memorial Handi- 
cap, in which the Whichone horse Piccolo sprang 
a major surprise, there was considerable interest 
in the 11.-mile 3-year-old allowance race. This 
went to B. Friend’s *Cohort gelding Co-Sport, 
which got up just at the end to wear down Mrs. 
W. Plunket Stewart's Pasteurized. The other 
seven starters, including Alps, Crepe, Blind 
Eagle, Cravat, and Bourbon King, virtually elimi- 
neted themselves from the Flamingo Stakes. An 
earlier development among the 3-year-olds came 
February 17. when Townsend B. Martin's Gal- 
epas, *Sir Gallahad III colt, won by a length 
from Maetall, with Woolford Farm's Lawrin 
third. Lawrin, back to racing after recovering 
from slight cuts in the Bahamas Handicap, was 
in close quarters for the first two furiongs, 
stumbled repeatedly. came from eighth to third 
place when clear. He carried 120 pounds, against 
Galapas’ 111. Maetall, which had 115 pounds up, 
pulled up slightly lame. As a result of the 
week’s 3-year-old racing, Galapas, Lawrin, Co- 
Sport, and Pasteurized are probable starters in 
the Flamingo Stakes on February 26, in which 
Norman W. Church's Lavengro will probably be 
favorite. Other likely starters are Perfect 
Peace, Now Then, and Crepe. Isaroma, injured 
earlier in the season, is a doubtful starter, will 
have a great deal of support if he gets to post. 

The pari-mutuel handle on February 19 was 
the highest of the season, the eight races having 
a total turnover of $707,938. 


Piccolo Surprises 


The fact that War Admiral was an entry for 
the McLennan Memorial Handicap ($7,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 114 miles) was responsible 
for a very low set of weights on the other candi- 
dates. When Trainer George Conway decided to 
start War Admiral in the preceding Heather 
Purse, two of the entries in that event, also 
eligible to the McLennan Memorial, got out and 
accepted weight in the handicap. So a big field 
of 14, handicapped at from 102 to 114 pounds, 
started in the stakes event. 

With so large a field, bettors were prepared for 
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sorne surprises, and the favorite, Felix Spatola’s 
Wise Prince (116), was held at almost 4 to 1. 
Bu they were hardly prepared to see first and 
second positions go to the most lightly regarded 
horses in the field. Mrs. Emil Denemark’s War 
Minstrel (113) began first, with Wise Prince at 
his head, and the two ran in that relative posi- 
tion throughout. Clocks (110), which was third 
for six furlongs, tired and stopped after that dis- 
tance. Miss Mary Hirsch’s No Sir (108), fourth 
for the same distance, came well at the end to 
pass Wise Prince and War Minstrel just at the 
finish. But R. E. Moore’s Piccolo (106), ridden 
by Jimmy Stout, and held at 34 to 1 in the bet- 
ting, came with a rush in the stretch, caught the 
leaders a furlong from the finish, drew out 
smartly to win by four lengths. T. B. Martin's 
Court Seandal (106), at 39 to 1, ran next for six 
furlongs, came wide into the stretch and closed 
with a smothering rush to take second place, a 
nose in front of No Sir. War Minstrel was a 
head farther back in fourth place, Wise Prince 
still a head behind him. In order followed In- 
fantry (114), Teufel (110), Our Willie (103), 
Brush Hook (108), Go Home (110), Clocks, 
Palamede (108), Corinto (109), and *Cascapedia

Piccolo, purchased by his present owner for 
$5,500 from the C. V. Whitney dispersal sale last 
fall, has started 52 times. He has won 12 races, 
finished second nine times, third eight times, and 
has earned $29,215. He won two minor stakes 
at two, won Bowie Thanksgiving Handicap and 
Harlem Claiming Stakes at three, won the Bunk- 
er Hill Handicap last season. The McLennan 
Memorial is his most important victory. *Pico- 
line won in England, and Piccolo is her second 
foal; she had no foal in 1934 and 1935. Picric 
also produced the winner Toyon, the English win- 
ner Wall of China, and the producer Fulminate. 
She is sister to the winners Apron and Spin. 
Gingham produced eight winners, including the 
stakes winners Outran and Kashmir, and the pro- 
ducer Madras Gingham. 


Tropical Park's Features 


The recently announced $10,000 added Tropical 
Handicap, for 3-year-olds and up, at 1 1-16 
miles, will be the only stakes event of the spring 
meeting at Tropical Park. Nominations close 
March 17, and the event will be run on closing 
day, April 9. Five overnight events will feature 
opening day and the four other Saturdays, purses 
ranging from $1,500 to $2,000. These events 
had been run as stakes in previous seasons. 
Minimum purses for the meeting are $800, with 
four $900 races, one at $1,000, one at $1,200, 
planned for each day’s program with the ex- 
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ception of Saturdays. Distribution for the meet- 
ing will average $7,810 daily, an increase of less 
than 5 per cent over last year, though Tropical 
Park’s first meeting this winter was up about 
15 per cent over the corresponding one the pre- 
vious winter. 


STUD NEWS 


Death of Trojan 


KE. DAVIS’ grand old stallion, Trojan, 
winner of the Futurity of 1914 and dean of 
Maryland stallions, died Sunday morning, Febru- 
ary 20, of a heart attack at the Springfield Farm 
of Major G. L. Stryker at Timonium, Md., 
Humphrey S. Finney informs THE BLOOD-HORSE. 
The old horse, 26 years of age, had been in 
wonderful shape up to the time of his death and 
had the bloom of a horse half his age. At the 
parade of Maryland sires at Pimlico last fall 
Trojan gayly led the line of sires, holding his 
own in looks with any of them. 

The son of Sir Wilfred—Bohemia, by *Wagner, 
covered two mares last year, both of which are 
in foal. There are some eight 2-year-olds by him 
this year and half a dozen yearlings are credited 
to Trojan. The old horse was a great pet of 
Major Stryker, who had had him at his farm 
since the horse was purchased from “Uncle 
Billy” Garth a dozen years ago. The get of 
Trojan are very frequently seen in the winner’s 
circle and are notable for their ruggedness and 
tractability. For the limited number of mares 
he has covered, Trojan must be considered a 
successful sire. 

The body was interred at Springfield Farm 
with due ceremony, and his grave will be marked 
with a suitable stone. 

Trojan, foaled in 1912, was bred by the late 
Henry T. Oxnard at his farm in Virginia, was 
sold as a yearling to James F. (Quincy) Johnson 
for $1,200. Trained by Steve Lawler, he won only 
one race, but it was the Futurity. In winning 
the big 2-year-old race on a muddy track the 
colt bowed a tendon. He was retired to the stud, 
but six years later, when he was an 8-year-old, 
he was put back in training with Steve Lawler. 
He was injured when kicked at the post in the 
first start of his attempted comeback and was 
not trained further. Altogether he raced six 
times, won one race, was once second, earned 
$16,080. 


Trojan never attained prominence in the stud, 
but had comparatively few foals to represent 
him. Among the best of these were Desperate 
Desmond (also sire of the Futurity winner Kerry 
Patch), Reparation, Cayuga, Solace, Stupendous, 
Gigantic, Acautaw, Dreel and the steeplechaser 
Canterbury. 


Seabiscuit's Stud Plans 


After his racing career is over, Seabiscuit will 
enter stud in southern California, Owner C. S. 
Howard announced February 17, saying that he 
hoped to establish a nursery in that section. But, 
hoped Owner Howard, Seabiscuit will be kept in 
training in an attempt to surpass Sun Beau’s 
money-winning record.

Size and Weight 


HE fine friendship between Samuel D. Riddle 

and the nation’s racing secretaries must have 
been considerably strengthened last week. Most 
owners and trainers insist that racing secretaries 
don't know one end of a horse from the other. 
Mr. Riddle gave as his considered opinion that 
they know “which end bites and which end 
kicks.”” This is quite a concession, when you con- 
sider that Mr. Riddle, in approximately the same 
breath, revealed dissatisfaction with the 130 
pounds assigned War Admiral for the Widener 
Cup Handicap, contending that this is too much 
for such a small horse. 

Sportswriters who in 1936 had a good time 
with Whopper as the Brobdignagian of the race 
tracks, in 1937 seized on War Admiral as the 
Lilliputian. After the Kentucky Derby he be- 
came “a little seal-brown colt’ and remained so 
throughout the year. If anyone has the opinion 
that War Admiral is a midget, slightly larger 
than a Shetland pony, a mistake has been made. 
Last March 1, I understand, War Admiral's 
measured height was 15.212. With a year more 
development, he is probably about 15.3. This is 
very close to average size among Thoroughbreds, 
and there have been a lot of very good smaller 
ones. 

*St. Germans, fully grown, is just under 15.2. 
But he carried 136 pounds to win the 1!.-mile 
Burwell Stakes, and picked up 137 to win the 
Doncaster Cup at 2!, miles. Pennant stood just 
under 15.3, but he won the Pimlico Spring Handi- 
cap with 132 pounds in the saddle. And The 
Porter, which stands 15 hands high only when 
his hoofs haven't been trimmed, set a 1 3-16- 
mile track record at Pimlico under 130 pounds, 
and carried 131 to win the Latonia Inaugural 
Handicap. Among other racers of some quality 
which were no larger than War Admiral were 
Firethorn, Mars, Peanuts, Display. 

All in all, it is a little hard to sympathize with 
War Admiral under 130 pounds. If he is in con- 
dition, and he seems to be, he should win the 
Widener by as far as a man can throw a rock. 
Maybe a racing secretary oughtn’t to worry so 
much about which end bites as about how fast 
both ends can be transported from here to there. 
In War Admiral’s case, that’s pretty fast. 


Noble Experiment 


ALIFORNIA-BRED foals of 1937 should have 

slumped somewhat in the market last week, 
with announcement that there would be no 2- 
year-old racing next year in that State until May 
1. For the price of a horse is determined, some- 
what roughly, by his earning power balanced 
against the expense of carrying him through the 
period of that earning power. A horse which 
can earn $2,500 at two is a considerably more 
valuable animal than one which can earn $3,000 
but needs two years to do it in. Since, after May 
1, 1939, California-bred 2-year-olds will have no 
chance at purses such as Santa Anita’s until 
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Christmas, except when racing out of the State 
against all comers, a prospective buyer in that 
State will have four months longer to carry a 
yearling purchase, and will need to keep that 
purchase in training a good while longer to re- 
cover his investment. 

But the California Breeders Association, 1] 
understand, is rather solidly behind the new pro- 
hibition, and certainly if they are willing to in- 
cur whatever loss arises no one else can have 
much of an objection. Privately, I am a little 
sceptical of the benefits of the move, but anyone 
who wants to pay for an experiment ought to 
be allowed to make it. Though it is for some 
reason easier to hurl a skunk-cabbage than to 
toss a rose, I feel inclined to give a good deal of 
credit to a body of breeders who are willing to 
forego a considerable financial advantage for: 
what they believe is beneficial to the Thorough- 
bred breed. And I think the Horse Racing Board 
might well work toward considerably highe: 
purses for older horses, in order that this four 
months of enforced activity may be compensated 
for by increased earning power after that time. 


Book Wanted 


HERE are already too many books, even too 

many good ones. But there is one prospec- 
tive publication to which I shall look forward. 
The late Admiral Cary T. Grayson kept a diary 
from 1916 to 19238, including the War years when 
he was personal physician to Woodrow Wilson 
and, indeed, unofficial confidential adviser to the 
president. He contemplated publication of it at 
about the time of its completion, decided to wait 
for later and calmer times. The times are per- 
haps no calmer than in 1923, but I hope that Ad- 
miral Grayson's widow or his sons will soon see 
fit to publish it. A diary reflects its author like 
no other type of writing. For that reason I 
should expect a fine and brave and well tempered 
piece of work from Admiral Grayson. 

It is all too probable that this diary, even if 
forthcoming, will contain few references to Ad- 
miral Grayson’s interest in Thoroughbreds, which 
is precisely the thing in which the Turf world 
would be most interested. But it is a man, and 
not a subject, which makes a diary, and this was 
a man whose like we look upon too seldom. 


Handicap 


OMPOON'’S victory in the San Carlos Handi- 

cap had the effect of cutting his odds to 
214 to 1 in future books, with Seabiscuit now 
4 to 1. I would not take such odds on Pompoon 
if he were a length in front at the quarter-pole. 
I have never disputed that he is a horse of the 
very highest class; that he is a 10-furlong horse 
I still doubt, despite his performances in the 
Kentucky Derby and Preakness. Many a middle- 
distance horse has occasionally lasted a mile and 
a quarter; a few sprinters, such as Morvich, have 
surprised by doing so. But, at the weights and 
at the distance, I should take Seabiscuit, Scene- 
shifter, or Aneroid before Pompoon. Harry 
Richards, according to report, will be on the 
Hard Tack horse. Richards dismounted in the 
winner’s circle after last year’s Santa Anita 
Handicap. The chances are he liked it. He may 
do it again. 
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CANADIAN THOROUGHBREDS 


NE of the most interesting labors of love in 
connection with compilation of statistics on 
Thoroughbred racing and breeding is the annual 
series, Canadian Thoroughbreds, compiled under 
the direction of R. James Speers, honorary secre- 
tary of the Prairie Thoroughbred Breeders and 
Racing Association. This association, which 
takes in the provinces of Alberta, Manitoba, and 
Saskatchewan, covers all of Canada in the mat- 
ter of its racing statistics. In 1936 it published 
book containing statistics for the years 1925- 
1935 inclusive, both singly and in cumulative 
tables. In the two succeeding years, an annual 
publication supplemented this work, that cover- 
ing the racing of 19387 having just come to hand. 
The history of Canadian racing, through the 
13 vears covered by Canadian Thoroughbreds, is 
pretty much the history of a few stallions, a few 
breeders. For the first six years of the period, 
prominence was rather well divided between 
Yorkshire Lad and *Anmer. *Yorkshire Lad 
was once first. twice second, once third on the 
sire list through these years, and *Anmer was 
once first, three times third. In 1931, however, 
began the reign of Cudgel, Whitney-bred son of 
Broomstick. For six years in succession Cudgel 
headed the list. He was foaled in 1914, and in 
late years his crops have been dropping off in 
numbers, so that in 1937 a new stallion passed 
him. This was H. C. Hatch’s Sweepster (son of 
Sweep), which was third in 1934, second in 1935 
and 1936. Sweepster sired winners of $49,140 
last year. Cudgel was in second place, with 
earnings of $41,355. Cudgel had the largest 
number of races won (78), but had almost twice 
as many representatives as Sweepster. The 
Hatch stallion is not likely to continue his leader- 
ship long, however, as he was moved to Ken- 
tucky in the fall of 1934. to California in time 
for the 1936 season. It is quite possible that 
Cudgel may be again in the lead for 1938, as he 
is well ahead of Worthmore, third on the 1937 
list. 

For the 10 years from 1925 through 1934, the 
Seagram Stable led Canadian breeders. J. K. L. 
toss was three times second, Mrs. L. A. Living- 
ston was once second, five times third. Thorn- 
cliffe Stable was twice second, twice third. In 
1935 the pattern was broken when H. C. Hatch, 
of Toronto, assumed the leadership, with the Sea- 
gram Stable second. Mr. Hatch led again in 
1936, ran his years of leadership to three last 
vear, when horses bred by him earned $52,010. 
Second last season was R. James Speers, with 
earnings of $34,595, or $10 more than was 
credited to R. S. McLaughlin. There are few 
abrupt developments in Canadian breeding sta- 
tistics: Mr. Speers was second in 1933, third in 
1935. Mr. McLaughlin had been second in 1934, 
third in 1936. But there will soon be a new 
leader. The Seagram Stable was dispersed in 
1937, after the death of Edward Froude Sea- 
gram and its breeding activities stopped. The 
Hatch stable was dispersed last month at Santa 
Anita Park and most of Mr. Hatch’s breeding 
stock is in California. The leadership will ap- 
parently go to Mr. Speers, Mr. McLaughlin, or 
to W. H. Wright, who was fourth in 1937 after 
being second in 1936. 

An interesting feature of the Canadian statis- 
tics is a cumulative table for the 13 years. In 
this department Cudgel will hold his leadership 


for many years. He has sired winners of 454 
races and $314,310. Second is *Will Somers (by 
Black Jester), with $173,500, but *Will Somers, 
now 20 years old, is hardly a threat. Third is 
the dead *Yorkshire Lad; fourth is the 28-year- 
old *Anmer. Except for Sweepster, now out of 
the Canadian picture, no horse among the first 
10 is younger than 20 years. 

The Seagram Stable, which has bred winners 
of $546,530, is also too far ahead to be caught 
soon. Mrs. L. A. Livingston, with $284,680, is 
breeding only a few horses (she had six starters 
in 1937). J. K. L. Ross, in third place, is dead. 
J. C. Fletcher, fourth, is no longer among the 
prominent breeders. 

If Western Canada were considered separately, 
Mr. Speers would be an easy leader, as the near- 
est rival in that section is Maxwell Smith, of 
Alberta, who bred winners of $10,520 last year, 
and only four other Western Canadian breeders 
(including the Duke of Windsor) appear among 
the first 25. Mr. Speers has bred four of the 
eight winners of the Winnipeg Futurity, two of 
the eight Manitoba Derby winners, two of the 
eight Alberta Derby winners. 

An interesting appendage of Canadian Thor- 
oughbreds of 1987 is a compilation based on the 
careers of the 100 leading Canadian Thorough- 
breds during the 13-vear period. Heading this 
list is Beau of the West (1921), which earned 
$49.730, and the smallest winner on it earned 
$11,575. Only one of the 100 started less than 
10 times, this being R. S. McLaughlin’s Horo- 
meter, which won eight of his nine starts. Three 
cf the group started more than 200 times; 49 of 
them started more than 100 times. Only eight 
of them started fewer than 50 times. This argues 
a racing durability unknown in the United 
States. where none of the 100 leading winners 
(covering horses foaled as far back as 1884) 
have started 200 times, and only 10 more than 
100 times. A survey of the horses whose com- 
plete racing career lay between 1925 and 1937 
showed that they started an average of 95 times 
each, had a racing life of 4!) years. 

The 1937 season (actually covering the period 
from October 24, 1936 to October 23, 1937) was 
the most successful in the recorded history of 
Canadian horses. There were 670 Canadian-bred 
performers in action during the year (Canadian- 
bred: foaled in Canada and registered in the 
Canadian Stud Book), as against 624 in the pre- 
vious year, and much smaller numbers in earlier 
seasons. Of these, 345 were bred in Eastern 
Canada, 325 in the Western section. They won 
$510,760 for the season, as compared with $436,- 
672 in 1936, making an average of $762.30 a 
horse, against $699.80 a horse in 1936. About 10 
per cent of these earnings ($53,675) was won on 
United States tracks, as against about 6 per 
cent ($27,460) in 1936. 

Canadian-bred horses won 43 per cent of the 
total Canadian purses this year, as against 37.4 
per cent in 1936, and smaller percentages in 
earlier years. But this figure is not really very 
informative, because there are a great many 
races open only to Canadian-bred horses. A wel- 
come addition to the book might be the propor- 
tion of money won by Canadian-breds in races 
open to those bred out of Canada. The term 
“breeder,” incidentally, was revised in 1937, now 
conforming to the definition of The Jockey Club. 
In previous years, the breeder was the owner of 
the mare at time of mating; last year it meant 
the owner of the mare at time of foaling. The 
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Jockey Club, until the spring of 1937, considered 
the owner of the foal at time of registration as 
the breeder. 

Excellent as the book is, it seems not quite 
just to suggest it might be better. But prefacing 
the criticism with the statement that Mr. Speers 
has already done a splendid piece of work, the 
suggestion might be made that an index of 
broodmare sires might replace, or be added to, 
the present ranking of broodmares on the basis 
of individual produce records. And ranking of 
sires in terms of money earned makes the book 
less easily used for reference purposes than an 
alphabetical list would do. These are compara- 
tively minor matters, and Canadian Thorough- 
breds of 1937 is a fine piece of work.

MASSACHUSETTS 


Commission Report 


HE annual report to the Commonwealth of 

Massachusetts by the State Racing Commis- 
sion, prepared in December, 1937, is a very com- 
plete document. Legislators who thumbed hastily 
to the latter pages found that receipts to the 
State had not varied significantly from those of 
1936. In 1937, racing of all sorts in Massachu- 
setts yielded $2,145,167.71 to the State, the figure 
being approximately $45,000 under the 1936 
figures. In 1935, first year of racing in the State, 
the revenue was $1,614,985.39. 

Slightly more than half of this total (probably 
the largest revenue derived from betting by any 
State) came from horse racing. Suffolk Downs 
($908,725.86) and Agawam Park ($220,218.83) 
made up most of the $1,137,517.09 which the 
State received from horses. Harness horse rac- 
ing yielded $6,680.12 in taxes, and two running 
meetings at county fairs totaled $1,892.28. The 
remainder came from dog racing, at five tracks. 
Dog racing had 200 days, major Thoroughbred 
racing had 90, harness horses had six, and the 
two fair meetings six days each. 

The betting in the entire State, all racing con- 
sidered, was $48,916,185, as against $48,319,022 
in 1936. In rough figures, betting on Thorough- 
breds was down about $500,000, betting on dogs 
was up about $800,000, betting at county fairs 
was up about $120,000. There was no harness 
racing in 1936. 

The daily average betting at Suffolk Downs 
was $386,352 for the year, a drop from the peak 
of $405,671 in 1936, but considerably higher than 
the average of $333,976 in 1935. Agawam Park 
had averaged $130,782 daily in 1935, had dropped 
to $122,529 in 1936. Last year it rose to a new 
high level of $131,093. 

Average attendance at both tracks dropped 
steadily during the three years, though not 
seriously. In 1935 average attendance at Suf- 
folk Downs was 15,300; in 1936 it was 14,877; 
last year it was 13,366. Agawam Park’s aver- 
age daily attendance was 7,416 in 1935, 5,667 in 
1936, and 5,465 last year. Considering the fact 
that betting has not followed the same regres- 
sion, it seems evident that racing in Massachu- 
setts has begun to develop its “regulars,” to drop 
its sightseers. Dog race attendance has gone up 
steadily, at all four tracks, through the three 
seasons, only exception being the Crescent Ken- 
nel Club, which in 1937 was a few hundred below 
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its 1936 attendance figures, but much ahead of 
1935 attendance. 

But an interesting feature of the report is the 
breakdown of betting at horse and dog tracks 
into its units. In 1936, at horse tracks, 11,197 
$100 pari-mutuel tickets were sold. Last year 
this dropped sharply to 7,043. The $50 ticket 
sales fell off from 27,562 to 24,374. Sales of $10 
tickets increased slightly; so did sales of $5 
tickets. The $2 ticket sale (which made up more 
than $15,000,000 of the $25,582,381 at the running 
tracks) remained nearly stationary, going up 
slightly at Agawam Park, dropping slightly at 
Suffolk Downs. Massachusetts’ big bettors, ap- 
parently, are diminishing, and the drop in sales 
of $100 tickets is enough to account for the 
slightly lighter pari-mutuel play in 1937. 

The class of dog race bettors also becomes ap- 
parent by this breakdown. No $100 tickets are 
sold. Sales of $50 tickets fell from 7,809 in 1936 
to 2,149 in 1987. The $5 and $10 units went up 
slightly. with the sale of $2 tickets rising about 
$250,000. Of the $23,026,040 bet on dog races, 
$18,255,730 went through the $2 windows. 


Change in Dates Refused 


Narragansett Park directors last week asked 
officials of Suffolk Downs to consider a change 
in dates which would permit a New England 
schedule approximating that of 1937, when Nar- 
ragansett Park opened the season. But Suffolk 
Downs authorities said that their meeting (April 
30 to July 9) had been too widely advertised, 
that a change would mean a loss “in patronage 
and good will.” 


No Padding 


The executive committee of the Eastern Racing 
Association ‘Suffolk Downs) on February 17 
went on record against “padded fields,’ said the 
track would prefer a good eight-horse field to a 
limit field in which a number of horses appeared 
outclassed.

Whitney Shares Today 


On February 15 it was announced that C. V. 
Whitney, who last year sold Today to Neil S. 
McCarthy, and later completely dispersed his 
racing stable, had bought back a half-interest in 
the Whichone horse. Today, winner of the Wood 
Memorial of 1935 from Omaha, Psychic Bid, Plat 
Eye, and others, was well backed for the Derby 
of that year, but during the race the shoe on his 
left fore foot came loose, and, before he threw it, 
bent under in such a way as to cut the frog of 
the foot badly. He did not train again satisfac- 
torily until this winter, but several weeks ago 
worked six furlongs in 1:1115. 

On the day after Mr. Whitney’s purchase, To- 
day finished fourth behind Sceneshifter, Over the 
Top, and Sweepalot in a Class A handicap. Beaten 
two and a half lengths, Today raced evenly for 
the 1 1-16 miles, was never hard urged, pulled 
up sound. He carried 116 pounds, is in the Santa 
Anita Handicap with 115.

1. In compliance with the above order an investiga- 
tion was made on February 8, 1938, of the death of the 
Government Stallion BEH. AVE YOURSELF and the fol- 
lowing report is submitted: 

2. The ranch of Mr. Cox, consisting of some 6,000 
acres, adjoins the city of Cheyenne, Wyoming, to the 
southwest It is a beautiful rolling country, well 
grassed, well fenced, well watered, and a most ideal 
western ranch. The ranch headquarters and improve- 
ments lie approximately five miles from the center of 
Cheyenne and overlook the post of Fort Francis E. 
Warren. The buildings and improvements are excellent 
and are probably as good as can be found on any ranch 
in the state of Wyoming. These buildings, among other 
thing consist of a stable 142 feet long and 40 feet 
wide, containing sixteen box stalls for the housing of 
mares, stallions, and colts. These box stalls are planked 
to a height of approximately four feet and - balance 
of the distance to the ceiling or floor of the hay mow 
is net wire of very small mesh, thus permitting ven- 
tilation and giving the horses an opportunity to see the 
other animals. The height from the ground to the eaves 
is thirty-eight feet, allowing tremendous storage for 
hay in the hay loft.

2-Year-Old Racing 


Editor, THe BLoop-Horse: 

After reading the article in THe BLoop-Horst of 
February 12, commenting on the effort made for a rule 
to prohibit racing of 2-year-olds before April, I can- 
not help but feel the writer [Venture All] is entitled 
to comme ndation for his frankness in pinning it on the 
‘Iron Man’’, which most breeders and horsemen know 
hits the nail on the head: but this article brings it out 
in the open. 

Take my own experience, as an example, and I be- 
lieve it applies to many of the breeders and horse 
owners. Having spent hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in the past 12 years for yearlings, costing all the 
way from $1.000 to $24,000 a hex ad, I cannot recall one 
instance where we had run a 2-year-old during the 
winter season that we now regret having done so. 
Naturally, we saved our high-priced colts for summer 
racing, and in all cases large rangy individuals, that 
come to hand slowly, regardless of their price. 

After carrying out this practice for many years, it is 
still a question unanswered in my own mind whether 
there is any disadvantage to the colt which is schooled 
during the winter and raced a few times, as compared 
to the policy of picking him up in January and _ prepar- 
ing him slowly for racing in mid-summer. When a 
trainer who knows his business finds he has a colt that 
shows him some class, he doesn't have to have rules 
that will tell him what he can or should do with his 
colt. 

I am not one of the “New Dealers” who believe in 
business without profits. On the contrary, I appreciate 
the part the “Iron Man" must take in the success 
of racing. However, in my opinion, it does not pre- 
cede the importance of the many millions invested by 
the breeders and owners of Thoroughbreds. 

If the Commission would put the question up to a 
vote of breeders and owners, it would be voted out by 
a large majority, in my opinion.

CHILE'S CHILDREN 


HEN *Caballero II was imported to the 

United States of America, it was the first 
time he had been known by that name. In Chile 
he had raced as Bamboleo for two seasons, had 
established a reputation as one of the top flight 
racers at Santiago and Valparaiso, though he 
was always several pounds below the best. For 
what purpose the name was changed immediately 
before his importation is not apparent, unless 
one assumes that the owners wished to conceal 
his identity in order to run him in a claiming 
race (which they did) without having him 
claimed (but he was). At any rate, when the 
notice of his importation appeared in the Racing 
Culendar last May, there was nothing to indicate 
that his name had been Bamboleo. The same 
owners who imported *Caballero II to the United 
States brought a better race horse, *Sahri II, 
without troubling to change her name; and 
Sahri II made her first start with a claiming 
price of $2,000. 

Most of the important racing in Chile, which 
extends for more than 2,600 miles along the 
western coast of South America, takes place at 
Santiago, the inland capital, or at Valparaiso, 
the principal seaport. These cities are in very 
much the same situation in the southern hemis- 
phere as Los Angeles in the northern, and ap- 
parently racing is carried on under very favor- 
able conditions—-and with less rain than Los 
Angeles has during the big weeks of its season. 
The country as a whole is one of the most pros- 
perous in the world-—it has, mirabile dictu, a 
balanced budget. But its monetary values have 
been so reduced in recent years that its best 
horses can win a great deal more money in the 
United States than in Chile. For instance, 
‘Sahri II raced three years in Chile. She was 
apparently the best filly of her year, winning a 
total of 346,900 pesos, beating not only the fillies 
but also the best colts among her contemporaries. 
But her 346,900 pesos would probably figure only 
a little more than $20,000 in American money, 
since the peso has been worth from 5.2 to about 
7 cents during her racing life. Last year, as a 
6-year-old, *Sahri II earned $14,900 in the United 
States. “Caballero II earned 92.650 pesos (about 
$5,500) in Chile in 1935 and 1936; last year he 
picked up $24,207 in the United States. Thus 
Chilean owners can make more money selling 
their horses than keeping them, and American 
owners can also make money buying Chilean 
horses (insert here the usual ifs). 

Caballero II, ex Bamboleo, is a bay horse, 
foaled in 1932 (during the second half of the 
year, as Thoroughbreds in the southern hemis- 
phere naturally change their ages in the sum- 
mer). He began racing late in his 2-year-old 
year. He was unplaced in his first two starts, 
then finished second in a field of Chilean-bred 
maidens. He was unplaced in his fourth start, 
then won a 1,500-meter race for 3-year-old maid- 
ens at Santiago July 14, 1935. He won two other 
races that year. One was the Premio Goodwood, 
1,400 meters (not quite seven furlongs), for 3- 
year-old winners that have not won a classic 
(many Chilean races are officially designated as 
classics) or more than $20,000. The time was 
1:24°,. The other was the classic Premio Luis 
Aldunate, 1,400 meters, for non-winners of more 
than 80,000 pesos. Under 51.4 kilograms (113 
pounds) he won by a half-length from the high- 
class Estruendo (134 pounds}, with three others

In his last start of the 
year he was unplaced in the classic Premio La 
Huasca, 1,800 meters. 

In 1936 Bamboleo ran several good races. H: 
won the Premio Jockey Club Argentino at Va.- 
paraiso, 1,000 meters (less than five furlongs 
under low weight (48.8 kilograms), by a half- 
length from Celestial (58 kilograms), with *Vi- 
telio (58 kilograms) third. He won the Premio 
Jose Ramon Echevarria, 1,200 meters (less than 
six furlongs), under 52.4 kilograms, beating 10 
other good ones. He carried top weight to vic- 
tory in the Premio Duke of Wellington handicap, 
1,200 meters, covering the distance in the excel- 
lent time of 1:11';. Possibly his best race was 
when he won the classic Premio Jose Luis Lar- 
rain, 1,300 meters (6.4 furlongs), under top 
weight of 60 kilograms (132 pounds), covering 
the distance in 1:16!;, very fast time. Second to 
him in this race was the outstanding 3-year-old 
El Mago, under 57 kilograms. Then Bamboleo 
won the classic Premio Vicente Davila Larrain, 
1,600 meters (about three lengths less than a 
mile), in 1:36, under top weight of 61 kilograms. 
The last three races mentioned were won in suc- 
cession.

As far as Chilean form is concerned, *Sahri II 
is the highest-class racer which has yet been 
brought to the United States from that country. 
At three, during the last half of 1934 and first 
half of 1935, she won the Premio Polla de Po- 
trancas (an approximation of England’s One 
Thousand Guineas). She won the Premio Na- 
cional, 2,000 meters (11, miles) in 2:09 ona 
heavy track, beating a high-class field in which 
*Vitelio (see below) was fourth. The race was 
worth 40.000 pesos, a very high value in Chile. 
In Las Oaks she was beaten a nose and 1!. 
lengths, and in the Premio El Derby at Val- 
paraiso, worth 100,000 pesos, she was second to 
Iturbide, a colt that was beaten only once that 
year. She won the Premio St. Leger, 3,000 meters 
(just under 1%, miles), and was beaten by Itur- 
bide in the 1,600-meter Premio Club Hipico. 

In 19386 *Sahri II maintained her top form. 
Under actual top weight of 58 kilograms she won 
the important Premio Vina del Mar, 2,400 meters, 
worth 40,000 pesos to the winner, beating the 
good colt Palais Royal a neck, with Rokof, win- 
ner of the Premio El Ensayo (Santiago's Derby) 
the previous year, in third place. Proving that 
she could sprint as well as stay, *Sahri II won 
the Premio Comparacion, 1,100 meters (less 
than furlongs), by 112, lengths from *Vitelio 
(which was giving her about four pounds), fol- 
lowed by Limoges, Darien, Bamboleo, and Tropel, 
a high-class field. She also won the Premio Club 
Hipico, 1,600 meters, beating Rokof and other 
good ones and running the distance in 1:36!5, 
which would correspond roughly to a mile in

In 1936 Tagore, the sire of *Sahri II, was 
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leading sire in Chile, his get winning a total of 
670,065 pesos. In the two previous years he had 
been third on the sire list. Mary Garden, the 
dam of *Sahri II, was 16 years old when the good 
filly was foaled in 1931. Two years later she pro- 
duced Kashmir, a high-class brother to *Sahri II. 

Yet to be started in the United States is 
*Maraton, a good colt among the group of horses 
Isadore Bieber recently brought up from Chile. 
*Maraton’s record in Chile to the end of 1936 was 
seven starts, three wins, one second, one third, 
and 48,400 pesos (about $2,500) earned. He be- 
gan racing after he had turned three. He was 
unplaced in his first two starts, then won the Pre- 
mio Immortelle, 1,800 meters (slightly under 11x 
miles) in 1:5345. In the Premio Castilla, 2,200 
meters (slightly under 1%, miles), he won by a 
half-length from Cinteado, with Peligroso, Gran 
Muneca, and Darien in the field, covering the 
distance in 2:17. The field was a good one, and 
Darien had won the Premio Polla de Potrillos 
(Two Thousand Guineas) in his last previous 
start. In the Premio El] Ensayo (Derby), *Mara- 
ton was third to El Mago (a top colt, by the same 
sire as *Sahri II) and Espartaco, beaten a neck 
and two lengths. This race is one of Chile’s two 
events worth 100,000 pesos to the winner. In the 
Premio La Huasca, a classic in the role of a con- 
solation prize after the Premio El Ensayo, 
*Maraton was second to Montebello, another 
good son of Tagore. In the Premio Emileo Irar- 
razaval, 1,700 meters (a little less than a mile 
and a sixteenth), *Maraton found a less classy 
field, won by a length from Flamisol, in 1:48. 

Just what class *Maraton will show in the 
United States is, of course, impossible to predict. 
But judging from his Chilean form, he is prob- 
ably a better racer than *Caballero II. *Mara- 
ton, foaled in Chile, was sired by Nid d'Or, a 
French-bred stallion imported to the Argentine 
in 1930, when he was eight years of age. Nid 
a’Or is by Faucheur (by Perth, by War Dance, 
by Galliard) out of Nid de Pie, by Ossian (by Le 
Sagittaire), second dam La Pie au Nid, by Ajax 
out of Lygie, by Isinglass. This is the family 
of Omaha, Ned O., The Scout, Tred Avon, and 
other good ones. *Maraton’s dam is Pretalia, 
bred in Argentina, by Pretal out of Sungallia, by 
Sunbar, next dam Gallia, by St. Mirin. 

Among the horses recently imported from Chile 
is a high-class sprinter called *Vitelio, by the 
very prominent sire Henry Lee out of Vidente, 
by Isabelino. Except for several failures during 
1935, *Vitelio was an excellent racer at the short- 
er distances in Chile, but he is now 7 years old 
by American computation, and it is possible that 
the edge has been taken off his class, as was 
probably the case with *Sahri IT. 

At two *Vitelio won his first two starts, the 
second of them being the Premio Cotejo de Po- 
trillos, in which he took up top weight and won 
by a neck from the good colt Koenigsmark. He 
won the classic Premio El Tanteo, 1,400 meters, 
and the classic Premio Comparacion, 1,100 me- 
ters in 1:0945 for all ages. In the latter part of 
1934, as a 3-year-old, he won the Premio Polla 
de Potrillos (Two Thousand Guineas equivalent), 
1,600 meters in 1:3645, beating Gran Emir, 
Koenigsmark, Iturbide, and others. *Vitelio was 
fourth in the Premio Nacional won by *Sahri II, 
then won the Premio La Huasca, classic, 1,800 
meters in 1:5115. 

In 1935, at three and four, *Vitelio showed less 
class than earlier and later in his career. His 
only win of the year was in the classic Premio

National Acceptances 


Pyne February 7.—-First forfeits for the 
Grand National, declared last week, reduced 
the number of aspirants from 79 to 57. No fewer 
than 13 of the 22 non-acceptors were weighed 
below 143 pounds, so that it could not have been 
the “harsh treatment” of the handicapper that 
caused their owners to relinquish the faint hope 
of fame that must have prompted the entry of 
these forlorn candidates. In the case of good 
horses, an owner may reasonably pay forfeit if 
he thinks his nomination is three or four pounds 
badly in with, for instance, Airgead Sios. But 
so far as the comparative cat's meat as repre- 
sented by the majority of the 140-pound division 
in the Grand National are concerned, it is all one 
Whether they meet Airgead Sios at two pounds 
or 28 pounds in the handicap—their only possible 
hope is that the good horse will fall. 

Within a few hours of the publication of the 
first acceptors, the number was reduced by the 
death of Sir David Llewellyn’s old horse, Ego. 
Runner-up to Reynoldstown in 1935, and fourth 
to Royal Mail last year, Ego was one of the 


safest of Aintree jumpers, though lacking the 
pace that goes to make a champion. The 11- 
year-old ran for a four-mile 'chase at Gatwick 
February 3, jumped with all his accustomed 
fluency, finished fourth, then collapsed and died 
while being unsaddled in the paddock. (Another 
acceptor, Silver Bow II, has died since.—-Ed.) 

This Gatwick race was won in brave style by 
Arthur Sainsbury's 77-year-old Blue Shirt. by six 
lengths from Khris Kingle, with K. D. H. third 
and Hopeful Hero, Blue Prince, and Tapinois 
(fell) among the failures. Blue Shirt carried 
the substantial weight of 165 pounds, whereas in 
the National he is set with only 142. He ran at 
Aintree last November, finishing fifth in the 
Grand Sefton 'Chase. Drinmore Lad was fourth 
in that race, giving 30 pounds, whereas next 
month the difference is 24 pounds. Blue Shirt, 
however, is an improving sort, and I rate him to 
have a fair outside chance in the National. He 
has a peculiar pedigree for a ‘chaser, being by 
the Son-in-Law horse Apron out of the Bland- 
ford mare Fairy Food. Comparatively few of 
the Son-in-Law tribe make good under N. H. 
rules, for the reason that, in the main, they are 
seen to best advantage when the going is on the 
firm side. (*Tourist II, by Son-in-Law, was an 
excellent jumper in America.—Ed.) 

On the same day that Blue Shirt won, we saw 
Davy Jones also in the winner's enclosure. With 
Mr. Mildmay riding, the handsome tubed son of 
Pharos defeated the American horse What Have 
You, Delapaix, and four moderates in the Povey 
Cross 'Chase (two miles). Davy Jones made all 
the running, jumped like a stag, and won by 10 
lengths.
